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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 , 3, 9 and 14 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated by Suzuki 
(JP-62-81807). As noted in the previous office action (1-13-06) Suzuki discloses a 
piezoelectric plate #7 (note figure 2a-2e) polarized in a thickness direction, having 
electrodes on each face #6, #8, as well as first and second dielectric films #2, #9. 
Suzuki teaches the standard method of adjusting frequency by changing the thickness 
of at least one of the dielectric layers (SiO). Suzuki does not explicitly teach that "a ratio 

of a psalm of a thickness is provided in a range such that isn't substantially 

constant". However, this material added to the independent claims, is merely a 
statement of attended function or desired result with no consequent occasional 
structure defined that provides such a result. Thus, this language has not been given 
patentable weight. Structurally, the claimed device does not define from the structure 
talked by Suzuki. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1 , 3, 9 and 14 are rejected under 35 USC 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Suzuki. Assuming, arguendo, that the amendatory material added to the independent 
claims should be given patentable weight, these claims would still not be patentable in 
view of the teachings of Suzuki. It has long been held that optimization of I don't device 
for a particular app rotation (for example, through routine experimentation) is within the 
skill expected of the routineer. Since the thickness of the dielectric film is known to be a 
result dependent variable, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to select appropriate optima dimentions for Suzuki's structure. 

Cclaims 2, 4-8 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 USC 103 (a) as being unpatentable 
over Suzuki in view of Shibata for the specific reasons set forth in the previous office 
action (1-13-06). It is noted that applicant has not argued these rejections other than 
totake the position that Suzuki does not teach the basic structure as is now claimed in 
the amended claims. As noted above, the examiner disagrees with this position. The 
reasons for combining Suzuki and Shibata thus remain the same as noted in the first 
office action. 

The corrected drawing sheet is approved, along with the minor amendments made to 
the specification.
